IB Board Triumphs in DuPage Budget Battle

That this is a “ government of laws and not of men" sums up 
the classical philosophy that defines the American system. But 
some members on the county board Wednesday insisted on 
doing what came naturally to make it read a ‘'government of 
men and not of laws.” 
It can be recorded for posterity and 
historical precedent that they did not succeed. 
To get down to specifics! 


On Nov. 15, the county board refused to accept the TB 
Sanatorium Board budget and approve an appropriation ordinance 
and pass a tax levy. In effect, this was to determine who was 
the boss under the statutes. 
Thereupon, Atty. Francis X. Riley, TB board legal 
counsel, went into the DuPage County Circuit Court with a 
petition for a writ of mandamus to compel the county board 
to do what the statutes said it should, in his opinion, to adopt 
the levy and approve the budget. 


The state’s attorney, ex officio legal counsel for county 
officials, entered a motion to have the mandamus dismissed. 
The arguments were heard Tuesday afternoon before Judge 
William G. Bauer. 
Edgar J. Elliott, assistant state's attorney, argued that the 
county board,- a legislative body, by its very nature must 
exercise discretion in its actions. 
“ Discretion,'’ he told Judge 
Bauer, “ is not subject to control or review by mandamus.” 
When the statute in regard to tax levy gives the power ‘ to 
pass what is necessary,” Elliott pointed out, some authority has j 
to determine what is necessary. Only the county 
board, a legislative body, has such authority 
granted by statute, was his contention. 
But Attorney Riley took an entirely dif­ 
ferent view. He argued that purely minis­ 
terial functions in some instances were 
granted by the legislature to local govern­ 
ing bodies and this was specifically in­ 
tended in the Glackins act which provides 
for the administration of the TB board. He 
cited the Chicago public schools whose 
budgets and tax levies running into millions of dollars are 
approved every year bv the Chicago City Council, without 
change. 
But the clincher came when Attorney Riley quoted from an 
address given by Assistant State's Atty. Robert Scott, present 
county board legal advisor, to the Illinois Tuberculosis Associa­ 
tion in 1941. For many years legal counsel for the DuPage TB 
board, Scott became a recognized authority in Illinois in this 
area of the law. 
Rile yquoted extensively from this document in pressing his 
argument. 
In an effort to “ play it safe” rather than suffer pangs of 
repentance, the county board Tuesday morning by a vote of 
27 to 3. cut the TB board appropriation by about $20,000 and 
reduced the tax levy considerably. 
It was a token action to 
show it had authority. 
This over the recommendation of the Health and Civil 
Defense Committee and the vehement protests of Jack Wall, 
chairman. The committee vote was 4 to 3 to adopt the TB 
budget and approve an .021 tax levy. Demme. Walker and 
Wall upheld the TB board in the 27 to 3 vote. 
In a bitter debate, in which Wall was overpowered defending 
the needs of TB patients in DuPage County, the TB board chair­ 
man announced his resignation to take effect immediately and 
walked out of the meeting. 


Wednesday it was a different story the legal boom had been 
lowered. 
The martyrs of Tuesday by Wednesday had become 
heroes, the court had upheld their position. 
The heroes of 
Tuesday and heroines too. appeared a little discomfitted and 
found it hard to swallow their pride. They had won a lost cause. 
Gerald Weeks, finance chairman, read a letter from the 
state's attorney saying that the motion to dismiss the mandamus 
had been denied by Judge Bauer and the board ordered to 
approve the original budget as submitted by the TB board, to 
pass an appropriation ordinance and approve a tax levy of .021. 
“ Should you fail to do so." the letter read, “ you will be liable 
to be held in contempt of court.” 
What member of the county board wants to be held in 
contempt of court which could mean a fine and possible jail 
sentence? What would happen to the prestige of Illinois No. I 


county if the news got out that its county board was trans­ 
acting the public business from behind jail bars? 
The Democrats would have the issue of the century! 
Mrs. Robert Dyer. Downers Grove, who spearheaded the 
mandamus adventure asked that the county board go into 
executive session. 
“ Are you challenging the court order?" Finance Chairman 
W7eeks inquired. 
No, the thought was since the three TB board members’ 
terms had expired would it be legal to appoint three new 
members pm tem and have a budget and tax levy provided to 
comply with the county board's wishes. The county board should 
have legal advice on this. 
“ It’s not a question of legal advice but how practical it is," 
answered Weeks. “ We must have this approved by Dec. I or 
face contempt. W’e only have two days." 
At this juncture Carl Demme, Addison, got up and advised. 
“ WTe should not waste any more taxpayers’ money defying court 
orders." 
“ Are you suggesting by devious means we try to avoid a 
court order’" Weeks inquired of Mrs. Dyer, who was former 


chairman of the Health Committee. 


No, she replied, she just wanted to know if ail means 


were exhausted to preserve Iuesday’s 27 3 vote action to cut 


the TB budget. 


Don Swan. Lombard, wanted to know if recourse could not 
be sought by carrying it to a higher court. 
Frank Bellinger, Wheaton, asked about the practicability of 
appealing Judge Bauer’s decision. 
So an opinion from Edgar J. Elliott, assistant state’s attorney 
who argued the mandamus suit, was sought. 
He said. 
If 
appealed, order of court will be in effect while case is pending 
which probably would take months to decide. 


The first vote was on the original TB budget. 
The 


motion was seconded in resounding fashion bv Jack Wall. 
It carried 25 to I with Dyer. Swan. and Raymond passing. 
The daring board member who challenged the court order 
was Alvin Anderson of Clarendon Hills. On the appropriation 
ordinances which Jack Wall seconded it was unanimous with 
the same three passing. 


On the tax levy which the county board on Tuesday had cut 
so ruthlessly, the question was raised, “ Isn t the court order 
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going a little too far when it rules on the levy0" 
Pat Riedy, Lisle, shook his head as if to say, "this is too 


much.” 
Here we see members of a legislative body reluctant to 
accept a court decision. As Republicans they believe in obedi 
ence to law but hesitate to obey orders of the courts. 
Carl Demme, Wood Dale, seconded the motion to adopt the 
.021 levy. The maximum permitted by law is .075. The tax lev?, 
carried unanimously with 24 yes votes, the same three parsing, 
and Riedy voting present. 
Jack Wall distributed to the press copies of his letter to Paul 
Ronske. county chairman, tendering the resignation of his chair­ 
manship. He paid tribute to Claude Walker and Carl Demme. 
Addison Township, for their support in assuring “ bed patients 
and 302 out-patients under the care of the DuPage County TB 
Board that we are most interested in their welfare and speedy 
recovery to good health

Until a few years ago the per­ 
son with severe high blood pres­ 
sure usually was considered a 
hopeless case. 
The doctor would prescribe 
special diets and advise taking 
it easy, but too often nothing 
would lower the blood pressure. 
Eventually the worn out heart 
would stop, or the person would 
die from related kidney disease, 
a heart disease, or less fre­ 
quently, a stroke. 
Life is no longer so bleak for 
the person with high blood pres­ 


sure. 
ALTHOUGH SCIENCE h a s 
not discovered the cause of 
most cases of high blood pres­ 
sure, the disease in large part 
can be controlled today through 
a combination of drugs, altered 
diet and living habits, says the 
Heart Assn. of North C o o k 
County. Many persons with high 
blood pressure now can look for­ 
ward to years of comfortable 
and productive living.

Review Needed 


One of the most vexing impedi­ 
ments to orderly growth in the 
suburbs is the increasing irrele­ 
vance of school district lines to 
community boundaries. In north­ 
west Cook County, the problem 
has grown to the point where it 
needs immediate attention. Some 
north DuPage communities have 
experienced similar problems, but 
the need for attention there is less 
pressing. 


The suburban school districts 
once served a recognizable com­ 
munity or related group of com­ 
munities. But the sprawl of subur­ 
ban villages into previously unin­ 
corporated land has blurred the 
identity school districts once had 
with a parent community. 


Much of Elk Grove Village is 
in Schaumburg Township Ele­ 
mentary Dist. 54, rather than 
Elk Grove Dist. 59. Much of 
Hanover Park is in the Elgin 
school system; the remainder’s 
in Dist. 54. Rolling Meadows is 
slashed through by the boundary 
on High School Dist. 211 and 214 
Other examples abound. 


Most acute problem is in Ar­ 
lington 
Heights, 
where 
annexa­ 
tions have taken the village far 
from the confines of Dist. 
25. 
Though that district still dubs it­ 
self ‘‘Arlington Heights Elemen­ 
tary Schools,” it serves only the 
central area of the village. The 
southern third of Arlington is in 
Elk Grove Dist. 59. The northern 
end (except for a tip of the village 
in Lake County) is in Wheeling 
Dist. 21. The northeast part is in 
Prospect Heights Dist. 23. A small 
corner is in Palatine-Rolling Mea­ 
dows Dist. 15. Now, it is learned, 
a small section of Mount Prospect 
57 juts into the village, and owners 
of

Heights to approve a development

Prospect school officials. 


Some of the problems created 
by this mess: 


--Confusion 
among 
taxpay­ 
ers. Families moving into the 
suburbs occasionally pick a com­ 
munity because its schools enjoy 
a good reputation. If they’re un­ 
familiar with the complexity of 
the suburban taxing districts, 
they could buy a home in the 
shadow of one school building 
only to find later they are cut off 
from it by a school boundary 
line and their children are bused 
to a distant building. 


—Communications 
difficulties. 
Residents of an isolated area of 
the 
district find it difficult to 
understand the problems of the 
main area, and vice versa. To win 
votes from all parts of the district, 
referendums sometimes resemble 
as much a “political” balancing 
act as a carefully planned building 
program. 


—Planning 
difficulties. 
T h e 
municipality is given responsibili­ 
ty for planning within its borders. 
Most villages in this area have 
tried to achieve “ balanced” use 
of 
their 
land. 
Generally 
that 
m eans an emphasis on single fam­ 
ily homes, some apartments, and 
enough commercial and light in­ 
dustrial developments to relieve 
property tax burdens, primarily 
the result of school costs. 


Under these circumstances, 
planning to provide a reasonable 
tax base throughout the com­ 
munity becomes an impossibil­ 
ity. The apartments requested of 
Arlington Heights might fit per­ 
fectly into that village’s needs. 
B u t 
Mount 
Prospect 
school 
people 
fear 
those 
apartments 
would require 
another 
school 


building, without corresponding 
increase in the tax base. 


Dist. 25 is burdened with spiral­ 
ing education costs, growing en­ 
rollments and no area suitable for 
significant commercial or indus­ 
trial 
growth. 
Excellent 
village 
planning in the past few years 
has given Arlington Heights new 
industrial parks, but these are out­ 
side the Dist. 25 area. 


Elk 
Grove 
Village 
planners 
want the rapidly growing west side 
to be primarily residential, 
on 
small lots. But Dist. 54 officials 
see this as a financial detriment 
to the Schaumburg Township dis­ 
trict. 


We think this whole series of 
conflicts demands the immedi­ 
ate attention of school men and 
community 
l e a d e r s . 
Some 
mans must be found to simplify 
school - community boundaries. 
At the same time, serious con­ 
sideration must be given to pro­ 
posals, like the one in Elk Grove 
Township, for modernizing our 
schools through adoption of unit 
districts. 


Both improvements—simplified 
lines and unit districts—will re­ 
quire courage and determination 
to solve. Some districts will find 
their tax base damaged by such 
changes; others will find them im­ 
proved. 


Thus, financial impact must be 
included in any study. Possible 
means to relieve inequities—and 
they already exist under present 
organization—must be found. 
A 
system of state equalized aid prob­ 
ably is the key; without 
some 
districts would be financially deci­ 
mated. Steps must also be taken 
to ease fears of school men and 
taxpayers 
which 
will 
naturally 
arise with any change. 


These are details to be solved, 
not 
insurmountable obstacles 
to 
better 
- 
organized 
educational 
systems. We do not think individ­ 
ual communities or school districts 
will be able to solve them alone. 
They have shown little inclination 
to take up this important question. 


Perhaps it is impossible to 
give 
school 
districts 
greater 
community identity and still de­ 
velop unit districts. But it is not 
impossible to eliminate the mul­ 
tiplicity 
of 
districts 
within 
a 
single community. And, in the 
interests of sound planning, it is 
not impossible for municipalities 
to begin defining their interests 
in rema i n i n g unincorporated 
areas. 


We hope County School Supt. 
Robert Hanrahan will see fit to 
initate a study, perhaps through 
a blue ribbon citizens group com­ 
posed of individuals who are com­ 
mitted both to better schools and 
sound community planning. 


She Sees Red 
Blue?

If you saw a red light on a vehicle 
coming toward you, would you get a 
ticket if you didn’t pull off and let him 
pass? It depends. 
For your own safety you’d better get 
off the road, but right now the law 
books, police departments and drivers 
are a little confused as to just what an 
emergency vehicle is and to which ones 
drivers must yield the right of way. 
On a Saturday afternoon a few weeks 
ago, I was just leaving the Rolling 
Meadows Shopping Center, 
when the 
fire whistle blew. And since the fire de­ 
partment is just around the corner from 
the shopping center, I decided to wait in 
the parking lot to see what would hap­ 
pen. 
Soon I saw cars coming down the 
street with blue lights flashing in their 
rear window’s and in their front lights. 
They seemed to be driving faster than 
the speed limit and passing cars as 
they headed toward the fire station, but 
I saw7 no one pull over to let them 
pass. And they were not using sirens. 
WERE THESE cars with blue lights, 
which were taking volunteer firemen to 
the fire station, emergency vehicles? 
And should persons in other cars have 
pulled over to let them go by? Maybe. 
An officer at the Rolling Meadows 
police department said drivers should 
yield the right of way to these firemen, 
but the drivers didn’t have to pull off 
the road. He also said the firemen were 
to drive with caution and would be li­ 
able if they hit someone. 
Sgt. Richard Ellison of the Roselle 
police department said firemen were to 
obey speed limits and stop signs when 
on the way to the fire station, but add­ 
ed. ‘‘Would you want 
your 
house to 
burn down?” 
According to the state police depart­ 
ment in Des Plaines, a vehicle is an 
emergency vehicle if it has a siren or 
flashing Light or both, and this means 
cars should pull over to the side of the 
road when a volunteer fireman goes by 
with his blue light flashing. 
AN OFFICER in the Roselle depart­ 
ment said that the Unified Act Regulat- 


Cliffs 


ing Traffic (CART) has been amended 
this summer in the Illinois Legislature, 
and now drivers must yield to a police 
vehicle using a flashing light, audible 
sound or both. But he said the fire de­ 
partment and 
ambulances must use 
both light and sound. 
The officer also said the police must 
use an oscillating dome light when pur­ 


suing a traffic violator now, according 
to another new law. 
He added that the department had 
just received a copy of the traffic 
amendments, although this law went in­ 
to effect July 24. 
The 1967 amendments will not be 
published until 1968, and the book is only 
published every two years. 


Let’s Repack This Mess 


According to the most recent “Rules 
of the Road,” issued by the secretary of 
state, who is presently Paul Powell, an 
emergency vehicle must sound an alarm 
to have the right of way, but this will 
probably be changed when the 1968 is­ 
sues are published. 
STUDENTS IN 
drivers 
education 
classes and other persons studying for 
their drivers test to obtain their drivers 
licenses are usually issued these book­ 
lets to study for their exam. Now, more 
than ever, probably, persons will be 
studying these books, since a new law 
states a person must be re-examined 
for his license every nine years. 
The 
state 
policeman 
said, 
“The 
‘Rules of the Road’ is only written for 
laymen, we get all the new laws over 
here.” 
The state policeman explained the 
three colors of flashing lights, blue, red 
and amber and said who should have 
what. He stressed that amber lights 
meant caution only. He said vehicles 
used for towing have amber lights, and 
when I told him that I have seen service 
station trucks and road equipment with 
red lights, he said, “They don’t have 
red lights. They have amber lights.” 
But apparently the radio operator at 
the Arlington Heights police department 
has seen red lights on service station 
trucks too. because he said, “I can t 
see why garage trucks have red lights, 
I think they should be amber.” 
Maybe these last few remarks make 
sense only to show that there is no 
sense or order to the practice of using 
these lights. 
AND WHILE the state police, local 
authorities and the secretary of state 
are trying to straighten out this confu­ 
sion regarding flashing lights and sirens 
and learning the new rules. I wish the 
secretary of state would send me my 
driver’s license. 
I requested a name and address 
change on the proper form in mid-Au­ 
gust and it sill hasn’t arrived. My hus­ 
band asked for an address change rn 
late July and his isn't here yet either. 
If I get stopped for not pulling over 
for a vehicle with a flashing light with­ 
out a siren. I at least want to have the 
proper driver s license.

He is expectedto be the first GOP 
candidate to announce for governor in 
the coming primaries when he makes a 
formal declaration tomorrow from Pe­ 
oria. Altorfer ran a strong race for 
lieutenant governor on the ticket with 
Percy in 1964 and says he has com­ 
pletely 
recovered 
from 
this debacle. 
Moreover he is a candidate who can 
learn and says h e/got some excellent 
insights into Illinois politics and prob­ 
lems during this campaign. 


THIS GUBERNATORIAL 
candidate 
has an impressive background both, like 
Washington, in war and peace. A Dart­ 
mouth graduate, he served in the navy 
in the invasion of France in World War 
II and of Okinawa in the Pacific. 
Since 1946 he has established quite a 
reputation as an industrialist, in the 
field of banking and even as a grain 
farmer. In addition to these business 
achievements, he has been an outstand­ 
ing leader in civic activities that have 
spelled Peoria’s progress. 
Admittedly not a politician, he’s bent 
on applying the same methods in think­ 
ing he uses in solving the problems of 
business and community affairs to the 
executive job of Illinois. 
For those who love political fanfare 
and glory in mellifluous generalities, 
Altorfer is not their kind of candidate. 
He talks straight from the shoulder and 
from his business background. 
ONE THING HE did say that left an 
impression was that the governor ought 
to be a leader; and to become a leader 
it is necessary to overhaul the execu­ 
tive structure. The last time this was 
done was in 1917, he says, under Low­ 
den. 
Another fact of significance to Illi­ 
nois politics is that more than 200,000 
women than men are registered to vote 
in Illinois.

Smith, from Dem­ 
ocratic Madison County, wields power 
and influence with state representatives 
at Springfield. But this is limited, thinks 
Altorfer, because Smith plays second 
fiddle to Democrats in Madison County. 
COUNTERACTING Smith's opposition 
downstate, Altorfer claims he has the 
support of Harry G. 
Taylor, 
Macon 
County, president of the state chair­ 
man’s association. Taylor is said to 
throw a lot of weight around downstate 
and is considered a smart politician. 
In Cook County, Altorfer has the sup­ 
port of Tim Sheehan, chairman of the 
GOP Central Committee, but Ogilvie 
seems to control it.

Garden Care

Believe it or not, the 1968 
gardening season can start this 
week. By taking a little time 
now with your garden tools you 
can be ready for the first un­ 
expected warm day next spring. 
First order of business should 
be a cleanup of all shovels, 
trowels, hoes and rakes. Rust 
can be removed with a large 
wire brush or steel wool. After 
cleaning, sharpen the tools and 
wipe them with an oily rag to 
prevent further rusting. 


After the blades are in shape 
check over the wood handles 
and 
other 
parts. 
Rough 
or 
cracked handles can cause pain­ 
ful blisters. Smooth rough spots 
with sandpaper and treat the 
handles with linseed oil. Cracked 
handles should be carried to the 
woodworking shop where they 
can be replaced. 


THE MOST expensive garden 
tool is the lawn mower there­ 
fore it deserves its fair share 
of attention now. The motor 
should be completely drained of 
fuel and cleaned. Fuel left in 
the tank, gasline, or carburetor 
will form gum and varnish that 
clog the fine delicate parts of 
the motor. The best wav to thor­ 


oughly drain all these parts of 
gas is to run the engine until 
it stops. Follow 
this up by 
cleaning the air and fuel filter. 
The spark plug should also be 
replaced after a seasons use. 


Next, drain the crankcase and 
replace it with clean oil ready 
for next spring. When the oil 
plug from the bottom of the 
mower is removed tilt the mow­ 
er so the oil will not run into 
the engine and air filter. Final­ 
ly check moving parts and belts 
for wear. Then replace them 
now while garden centers can 
quickly obtain the proper part. 
Such precautions taken now will 
prevent lengthy breakdowns 
The second most expensive 
garden 
tool 
is the 
fertilizer 
spreader. It absolutely must be 
thoroughly cleaned of all traces 
of fertilizer to prevent rusting 
of the shutter. Then oil the 
wheels and shutter mechanism 
itself. 


Left over fertilizer is another 
item for consideration now Pro­ 
tect the bags from absorbing 
ure which causes lumping. Do

A Gift of China 
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The ‘Indispensable’ Women 
Those Who Help at Clearbrook Center

The volunteer would be the 
last to describe herself as ‘ in­ 
dispensable,” but without her, 
institutions such as Clearbrook 
Center for the Retarded in 
Rolling Meadows could not do 
the job they do. 
‘‘Fewer children would be 
served if we had no volun­ 
teers,” Byrn Witt, 
executive 
director of Clearbrook, says 
flatly. 
At that, Clearbrook has only 
about half as many women 
helping the staff in its day 
school and sheltered workshop 
as could be utilized. 


THE CENTER, now in its 
13th year of serving mentally 
retarded children and adults in 
Elk Grove, Palatine, Schaum­ 
burg and Wheeling Townships, 
plus Des Plaines, has about 
115 enrolled in the program at 
present. There are 15 volun­ 
teers. Director Witt says he 
could use double that many, 
especially since he anticipates 
as many as 125, maybe more, 
children and adults will be 
participating in programs at 
the Center before the current 
school year ends. 
Volunteers work in both day 
school and work center. They 
perform a variety of services 
‘‘from wiping up spilled milk to 
tutoring,” according to Mrs. 
Grace Koterba, day school di­ 
rector. 


MRS. WAYNE Kindrick, 110 
S. Windsor, and Mrs. E. M. 
Koenig, 341 S. Windsor, both of 
Arlington Heights, are typical 
of the women who help regu­ 
larly in the day school. 
Each gives one day a week, 
assisting a teacher with her 
class. Ifs time each feels is 
well spent ‘‘doing something 
that matters.” Yet each feels 
also that she receives more 
than she gives. 
‘‘I truly look forward to Mon­ 
days,” said Ruth Koenig, 
a 
quiet-spoken dark-haired wom­ 
an with three children of her 
own, one in college, one in jun­ 
ior high and the youngest in 
third grade. 


IN HER SECOND year as a 
volunteer, Mrs. Koenig became 
involved in the Clearbrook pro­ 


gram through her friend, Mrs. 
Kindrick. She taught school at 
one time, worked as a volun­ 
teer at DuPage Memorial Hos­ 
pital, but this is her first ex­ 
perience with the mentally re­ 
tarded, and she is infectiously 
enthusiastic about what she's 
doing at Clearbrook. 
Chuckling, she described the 
warmth with which the chil­ 
dren greet her each Monday. 


“THEY HUG so tight I’m 
surprised they haven't cracked 
my ribs.” 
Mother of one daughter, a 
high school junior, Mrs. Kind­ 
rick worked as a Clearbrook 
volunteer when the center oper­ 
ated at F i r s t Presbyterian 
Church in Arlington Heights 
before moving into its own 
building in Rolling Meadows in 
1964. 
She had read about the 
need for volunteers in the news­ 
paper. 
After an absence of a few 
years, she's now back at Clear­ 
brook, helping with a class that 
is being prepared to enter pub­ 
lic school eventually. 
*• There are youngsters now 
in public school who were in 
Clearbrook when I worked at 
the church. That’s progress!” 
she marveled. “It shows what 
can be accomplished if the op­ 
portunity is afforded these chil­ 
dren.” 
It's put in more dramatic 
terms by Byrn Witt. Most of 
the children and adults now 
served by Clearbrook, he says, 
would be either homebound or 
institutionalized if they did not 
have the opportunities the cen­ 
ter offers. 


SOME 
OF 
THE 
children 
eventually will be able to func­ 
tion in a special program of a 
public school system. Others 
never will achieve that goal, 
but they will have been hc’ped 
to be happy individuals and 
possibly even a cooperating 
member of their own house­ 
hold. Many will be able to do 
for 
themselves 
what 
they 
might otherwise never have 
been able to do, and the vol­ 
unteers will have played a part 
in that. 
In the workshop, where Mrs. 
Sue Murphy is the only volun­ 
teer at the moment, young 
adults are learning vocational 


skills and earning money per­ 
forming simple jobs for which 
the Center contracts with busi­ 
ness or industrial firms — wir­ 
ing transistors for Littelfuse, 
packaging labels for a meat 
packing firm, assembling car­ 
tons for Alberto-Culver Co., 
rewinding 
tapes 
for 
Ampex 
Corp. 


A FEW OF these young peo­ 
ple even have been placed in 
jobs out in the community as a 
result of training in the work 
center. 
Mrs. Murphy has been tutor­ 
ing the young adults in such 
skills as printing their names 
and addresses correctly, learn­ 
ing to tell time and counting 
money. Previously she taught 
the girls the basics of good 
grooming. 
Also the mother of daughters, 
one in high school and the oth­ 
er preparing for a master’s de­ 
gree in special education, Mrs. 
Murphy is no stranger to work­ 
ing with young people. She was 
a Girl Scout leader and worked 
in the school office while her 
daughters were attending St. 
James 
School 
in 
Arlington 
Heights. She enjoys her associ­ 
ation 
with 
Clearbrook 
im­ 
mensely. 


“THEY ARE SO affectionate 
and friendly . . . so kind to 
one another,” she remarked. 
“I really miss them when I’m 
not there.” 
The newest addition to Clear­ 
brook^ program is its social 
activity center which offers 
such activities as home eco­ 
nomics, personal hygiene and 
arts and crafts for those not 
able to compete or function 
fulltime, at least yet, in the 
work center. 
Besides 
being 
the newest, it’s also the pro­ 
gram most in need of volun­ 
teers. 


WHAT QUALITIES are im­ 
portant in a volunteer? 
According to Mrs. Koterba, 
patience, understanding of chil­ 
dren and a sensitivity to their 
needs. 
“A volunteer must like chil­ 
dren, and she must be able to 
allow a child to be himself and 
not think the child should con­ 
form to what an adult thinks 
a child should be.” 
Regularity also is necessary.

“We can't introduce some­ 
one into a classroom who will 
be inconsistent in attending.” 
THE WOMAN who is inter­ 
ested in helping at Clearbrook 
fills out a simple form and 
then is interviewed. 
“It’s rare to find anyone who 
cannot be useful somewhere.” 
declared Mrs. Koterba. “Train­ 
ing is not necessarily a factor 
though a woman may 
have 
skills and interests that can be 
put to use.” 
Usually the interview will 
reveal these skills and inter­ 
ests, and Mrs. Koterba then 
assigns the volunteer to a staff 
member who takes over with 
what could be called “in serv­ 


ice” training. 
A 
VOLUNTEER 
will 
find 
herself doing a multitude of 
tasks — helping with finger- 
painting or other crafts, guid­ 
ing a child in learning such 
motor skills as riding a bike, 
pushing or running; individual 
tutoring or giving other per­ 
sonal 
attention; 
helping 
at 
lunch time; taking off or put­ 
ting 
on 
wraps; 
tying 
gym 
shoes; even helping to prepare 
teaching materials. 
Mrs. Koenig. Mrs. Kindrick 
and Mrs. Murphy agree. The 
only way for a woman to know 
if Clearbrook can use her is 
for her to ‘'give it a try.” The 
number to call is 255-0120.

(This is the second in a three- 
part series by Paddock Publi­ 
cations’ critics, explaining the 
criteria each applies when re­ 
viewing a community theatre 
production.) 


Reviewing a play is not sim­ 
ply two words, “ It’s good,” or 
“ It’s bad.” It takes on many 
shadings 
and 
overtones. 
It’s 
somewhat like being a parent; 
“ Am I being too lenient because 
I love the theatre, or am I too 
critical, and because of that 
love, know its potential?” 


I don’t believe that community 
theatre, which is mostly made 
up of “ blood, sweat and tears” 
(and butchers and bakers and 
candlestick makers) should be 
critiqued by Broadway or Loop 
road show standards, though 
many times my reaction to an 
old favorite done by a 
local 
group is “ I liked it better than 
I did downtown'” 
Foremost I look for an over­ 
all professionalism. But no mat­ 
ter how fabulous the set and 
other accoutrements, if the ac- j 
tors are second-rate or merely 
adequate, the show doesn’t jell. 
Naturally, anyone joining Little 
Theatre is stagestruck, but only 
the most talented of the group 
should be behind the footlights. 
Actors with warmth and magne­ 
tism 
will 
bring 
enchantment 
even to an insignificant play. 
I am also critical of anyone 
being obviously miscast. There I 
was a time, when the North- 
west suburbs were country and j 
little theatre was in its infancy I 
in the area. Casting a juvenile I 
or an oldster then was difficult, j 
but with the superfluity of tai-, 
ent available today it creates j 
an uneasiness to see a middle-1 
aged neighbor portraying gay 
Lothario or one too glaringly 
young venturing a character 
part. 
CHOOSING A play is of prime 
importance to community thea­ 
tre, and this is a most diffi­ 
cult assignment The play read­ 
ing committee must consider 
the groups’ talent both onstage 
and backstage and choose ac­ 
cordingly. Experimental theatre 
is refreshing, but should 
be 
tried in workshops or before its 


membership or sim ilar groups. 
Patrons and ticket buyers, on 
the whole, have come to be en­ 
tertained, and avant garde can 
be disturbing to the occasional 
theatre-goer. 


Many of the sins of omission 
or commission in community 
theatre can be attributed to the 
director and much of the criti­ 
cism for a p l a y that doesn’t j 
quite come off should be tossed 
at him. I have heard directors 
state that if a part is well cast 
and the actor doesn’t reach his 
capabilities, it is the director’s 
fault rather than the actor’s. He 
must naturally decree well-re­ 
hearsed lines, a spritely pace, 
and insist his players have a 
feel for their characters so they 
react to each other rather than I 
just recite lines. 
The set should be well de­ 
signed and workable, in keep­ 
ing with the atmosphere of the 
play, authentic as to period and 
free from distractions. Though 
rarely in local productions has 
criticism been cast at set de­ 
sign. This appears to be an area

of abundant talent for most of 
the groups. 
I look to costuming to add 
beauty and sparkle to a play, 
or credence to a character. 
Makeshift or shoddy costuming 
can be very annoying to the 
audience and an uneven hem­ 
line, or an anachronism in dress 
in a period piece, can dim even 
a most stellar performance. 


M AKEUP SHOULD 
not 
be 
overdone. 
Lights 
and 
sound 
must blend so skillfully with the 
play that the audience isn’t ob­ 
viously aware they are happen­ 
ing independent of the players 
onstage. Props must always be 
placed or available offstage, so 
as not to appear contrived. 
I like a play to start on time 
and to know when to end. Some 
of the best acting can be blem­ 
ished by overlong waits between 
scenes when an audience be­ 
comes fidgety. I also like a play 
to be put on as professionally 
and as expertly as possible; I 
deplore amatuerisms, as cast or 
crew using sidestage entrances 


to backstage in view of the au­ 


dience, or for the cast to be 


seen in makeup and costumes 
between acts or after the per­ 
formance. 
These are all the things I con­ 
sciously look for in reviewing a 
play, but I endeavor to see it as 
a whole and not dissect every 
facet, rather to think of it as a 
total involvement. For how can 
one be too critical of something 
one has had a love affair with 
every since “ Twinkle, twinkle 
little star” days?
